ccne Elizabeth was quickly growne (© ſtrong, 
that all her adverſaries were not able ro hurt her, 
And was not this a great worke of God? That fo 
weake a Woman (hould be able to defend her | 
ſclfe againſt ſo many, 40 porent enemies? Yea, 
and not oncly ro match them, but to maſter 
them ? This was Gods doing. Bchold whatir is 
co trult in God, and not inan arme of F/zſh. God 
will hauc his great workes to be had in rem.em- 
brance, that all men, eſpecially Princes may be 
taught to know thartheir ſafericis not in world- 
ly policie, but in Gov which never forlaketh 
them that truſt in him. Here then wee haue a 
Worke,for which we are bound to glorific God. 
Elizabeth, a Prince, at the beginning weake, de- | 
ſticuce of friends, vnfurniſhed of treaſure, vnpre+ 
parcd of all things, had in no other accompr of | 
hergreat neighboursround abour her,bur as one 
left as a prey to the ſtrongeſt that would invade 
her and her kingdome : yer preparing her hearr | 
to God, giving God the glory, cftabliſhing his 
truth in ber Land, truftingin him: She was in a 
few yeares made ſtrong againither enemies;they 
fearcd hcr more thenthe teared them.

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blies, by the Suffragrs of the people, and vpon 
cauſe chey were recalled by the people, and 0- 
ther lent intheir roomes, This manner of go- 
vernment, {ome of the Dukes of Burgwnady, and 
' ſome others diſliked, as giving too much power 
tothe people,and roo little rotheir Dukes + and 
there fore labourcd ro change it, but could nor 
Charles the tiftt Empcrour would gladly have 
changed their government, bur when he law! 
thac it could not be done without the commotri-| 
on ot the whole Stare,he left it vadone, Philip the 
| lecond, 4mns 1549. /uly 8 tooke his oath,which 
he made und renucd againe 419 1 5 55.to keepe, 
| maincatae,and preſcrue theſe Countries in their 
ancientrites, priviledges, and cuſtomes, without 
breaking them or (uft ringrhem to be broken, 
in any fort or manner. Bur when the Duke ZZ Al 
o4 was governour there vader the King,he prac- 
tiled the contrary, and prot: fled that the King 
| was notto goveracthem, as hits ancient inhert= 
! rance, but as vpon a new Conquett,making whar 
| Jawes he woulu, and (citing what governement | 
| be{lplealed him. Whercypon his whole drift 
and praQtice was tor a new Conquell of all the 
Province- :nd Towncs. The pretence of Rehigi- | 
| ON was {ought : but it was refolved by the Coun- 
cc! of Spame,cochange the whole governement, 
| and ro 10 ancw. This appeared as well by the | 
| Dukes open proft{hon, as by thoſe deſignes | 
| which he praQti(cd vpon the pcrſons of (ome of 
| the Nobilitie, and vpon the good Towncs. For | 
| when the Earles of £2140nt and Horne, were ap- 
| of pre-| 
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| prehended and pur co death,mi!lrulting nothing | 

| | becauſe they knew no caule co miltruſt-chey char 
| ; did this, could nor pretend Religion, becauſe | 
| ' theſe Earles were of the Popilh Religion. They |

| State, therefore they were cutoff. The like ap- 
| peared in the ſtrange (urpriſes and cruelty praRti- 
ced againſt many townes, which were of the Po- 
piſh Religion. For divers townes that were firme 
to the Spaniard in the pointof Religion, and in 
obedience ro the King, when Armics were ſent 
to them, entertaining the Armies in all obedi- 
ence, opening their gates, ſhewing all loue and 
fricndſhip to.the Span Armies: were of a ſud- 
daine ſurpriſed, and broughr-to viter ruine. The 
Spaxiards killing and ell acring all,takingthcir 
goods, abuling their wiues and daughters,as the 
manner of ſuch barbarous men is in a new Con- 
——_ more cruelties againſt their pro- 
cſled friends, then they could doc to their ene- 
mies. 'Sach barbarous cruclties were prafticed 
_ the Townes of Machlin, Marſirich, Zut- 
phen, Naerden, Antwerp, and others, who were 


their friends, agreeing in the ſame religion with 
; them, holding asthen, their obedience firme to 
| the King : yer were they ſpoyled, killed, ranſac- 
| ked, and overthrowne like enemies. Which |

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Duke U' Atva did openly profeſle, that the King 
mult hold all the ZLow-Countrics by a new con- 
qucſt,that (o he might change the governcement, 
and 1mpoſe whar lawes he wouid. 

[r may ſceme a {trange vie of the Popes Au-| 
thority which King ”hil;p made, whenfrom the | 
Pope he gota diſpenſation of that oath, which 


| zvies. This is an vſc of a Pope fit indeede for 
| chem that would doe whatſoever they liſt with- 
cut Conſcience, or the fearc of Gods lawes, or | 
mans. It ſuch an-vic may be made of the Popes 
power, then Popilh Princes muft needs in the 
light of the world, ſeeme to hauea great advan- 
tage over others. But ifthey may ſodiſpenſe at 
their pleaſure with oathes and promiles, then 
may all choſe of the Religion ſee plainely- that 
} there are neither humane nor divine bands or 
ſecoritie that can binde Papiſts : for when they | 
pleaſe,the Pope will free them from al! bands of | 
Conſcience, from the lawcs of G op, of man, | 
of nature, of nations. But God will aot be thus ' 

ſcrved. And therefore by Gods uſt iyudgements 
they that relie vp6 ſuch vngodly praQtices, looſe |

| \necds be acknowledged an extraordinary ble(-

T his famous Queene though troubled by for- 
raine States in the beginning of her Raigne, yet 
had grear peace and quietneſſe at home, This 
was the fruit of true religion: hcr SubieRs lived | 
in peace, and tranquilitic ; no morions then at- 
tempted. Onely in che fourth yeare of herraign, 
Arthnr Poole, and his brethren comming of the 
race of George Duke of Clarence, who was bro- 
ther ro Edward the tourth, and Antony Fortichue, 
who married their ſiſter, with ſome other ofthar 
conſpiracie, were brought to their eryall , for 
that they had conſpired co flic to the Guee into 
France, and thence to come with an Armie into 
#ales, and there to declare the Srotri/hQueene, 
to be Queene of England,and Arthur Poole Duke 
| of Clarence. All which they freely confeſſed at 
their rryall : yer proteſting that it was not their 
purpole to execute this Deligne, as long as 
Queene Eltzabethlived : who as they ſuppoled 
ſhould dic withina yeare: for (o ſome colcning 
Aſtrologians had told them, Whereypon they 
were condemned, yet their lines were ſpared tm 
'reſpe& of their bloud. Wherein wee may ac- 
| knowledge the goodacs of God: in diſcovering 
ſuch a plor, before it rooke {trength, and the no- 
| ble nature of the Queene, that dealt {o nobly 
| with her owne bload; _ : + 
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Thus the Laad within reſted in great quicrnes, 
for ſome ycarcs. The Church was cltabliſhed, 
and increaled, |carning flouriſhed, godliacſſe and 
truc pictic prevailed, Popilh ignorance was dri- 
ven 1nto corners, The Papr/ts that then were, 
were content to keepe themiclues quiet. Eicher 
they kept their Religion private to themlclues, 
orcis they came to our Churches, as moſt of 
them did. But the enemy of all goodnefſe envy- 
ing this peaceable ſtatc of England,ftirred vp the 
Popeto giue occaſion to new troubles, and to 
wrapthe Kingdome into dangers, Whereby as 
the Church hath beene more troubled, then ir 
was before, ſothe Pepiſts have got nothing by 
the bargaine, bur loſt much, by firing vp che 
peaceable inclinario of the Prince againft chem, 
and by provoking the State tro makelevere lawes 
to curbe them. Who might haue lived quietly, 
if they had not procured their owne trouble. 

Paulus I[LT. was Pope when Queene Eliza- 
bethtegan toraigne; this Pope was not trouble- 
ſome agiinſt her. His ſucceſſor was, Pius I TIH, 
who ſeemed to be a moderate man. For he was | 
mooved by the Count of Feria, who ſerved the 
King of Spaine, to excommunicate Queene Fl;-

zabeth,bur he thought it not good to proceed ro 
{uch extremities. For (ſeeing the Popes authori-

yoke, they entertained a hatred of her. Amongſt 
other, one Somervil, a Gentleman, was [o bewit- 
ched by them, that he ſecrerly ſought entrance 
tothe Qnueenes preſence , and breathing out no- 
thing but bloud againit the Proteſtants, like a | 
mad man he ſet vpon one or two by the way | 
witha drawne (word in his hand. And being ap- | 
; prehended, he confeſſed that his purpoſe wasto 
have killed the ,2acene. ( Did ever any of the Do- 
ntiſls or Circumcellians pratile a more furious 
attempr,then this man?) Forthis he was brought 
ro iyudgement, and by his diſcovery Edward 4r- 
dern h1s father in law, a Gentleman of /#arwick- 
ſhire. And Arderns wife, & their daughecr, Somer- 
vill; wife, and Hall, a Pricft, were condemned as 
' guiltic to Somervills praftile. After three dayes | 
| L Soamer- 3.4 
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Somervill was found ſtranglicd in the prilon, ( For 
feare be!ike that he might have diſcovered moe) | 
| Ardern being condemned, was hanged the next 
' day. This is the common end that Pricl!s bring 
ſuch Gentlemen vnto, who are willing to heare 
them, and be perſ[waded by them, | 
| The next yeare aftcr, ( for {c/dome did any 
| yeare paſſe without ſome treaſon) ſome Engliſh 
; Gentlemen began to praRiſe the deliverance of 
the Oneene of Scots. Francis Throgmoerton tell firil 
| into ſuſpicion, by ccrtaine Letters intercepred, 
| ' written to the © een of Seots, As (oone as he was 
; committed to priſon, and beganne to confeſle 
| ſomething, preſently Thomas Lord Paget, and 
Charles Arundell,a Courticr,ſecretly fled the land, 
| and went into France. Theſe men mecting with 
| other devoted tothe Roman Religion, did much 
; complaine, recounting their ſorrowes among 
|  themſeJues, tharthe © xueene was cliranged from 
them without their fault, by the cunning of Lec 
| ceſter, and walſingham, that themicluces were ex- 
| poſed to vnworthy contumelies and ignominies, 
that (ingular tricks were fonnd out, and lecret 
ſnares laid lo cunningly, that improvident men, 
will they nill they, muſt ncedsbe intangicd in 

ſuch ſnares ; that co remainc at home there could 
beno ſafery forthem. It was chought ar this time, 
that ſome cunning was praQiſcd to fcele ravns 
aftcAtions ; and that counterfeit Letters were 
written vnder the name of the Scars Pneene, and | 
of ſome fugitiues, knownetraytors co the State;

that concerned the French State. 

[n the meane time, Bernardinus Mendoza the 
King of <pane his Ambaſſadour for Englans,ſtole | 
ſecretly into Fraxce, fretting and fuming, that he | 
was thruſt ovt of Fzoland by a violation of the | 
right of an Ambaſſadour: \When as indeed he 
was a man of a troubleſome ſpirit, and had abvu- | 
{cd the revere nd right ct Ambaſſadours, by the 

praiſes of treaſon againſt this State wherein he | 
was, He was commanded to depart out of the | 
Realme,whereas many thought fic that he ſhould 
hauc bcenc with ſome ſeveritie cenſured for vio | 
lating che office of an Ambaſſadour. For he had |

ſaw produced, he w—_ out that they were coun- 
terfeired, that he had never ſcene them before, 
that they were deviſcd for his deſtrution. Bur 
when he was againe brought cothe racke, he de- 
nicd not to anſwer what he knew to the queſtions | 
propoſed. Bring therefore demanded of thoſe 
Catalcenes,to what purpoſethey had beene writ- | 
ren,he made this narration; that not many yearcs |

councell : Whcrevpon he was committed co pri-| 
ſon. Bur aftcr his rcaſons were heard and his fub- ! 
miſſion made, he was againe admitted into the 
aſſembly. Preſently after, he was acculed by Ed-| 
ward Neuil (who chalenged the inheritance of 
the Newils, and the title of the Lord Latimer, as; 
next hceire male.) Edward Neil charged him for | 
prattilingthe 2 veencs death, | 
' This Parry ſome two yeares before returning |

Ar Paris I was re- 
conciled ; At Fenice I had communication with 
Benedift Palmius a leſuit, rouching the afflited 
' Cathol:ikes in England, and [ ſignihed thatT had 

found out a way to helpe them, if the Pope, or 
ſome learned Divincs would avouch it to be a 
lawſul! courſe. He commended this thing as pi» 
| ous: He commendcd me to Campegiue the Popes 
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Nuntto at Venice, and Campegius to the Pope, 1 
moved that I might come ro Rome with lafctie. 
Whereupon Letcers of publike credence were 
ſent ro me by the Cardinall of Ceme: bur theſe 
were not large enough, and therefore other more 
large were ſent. But then was I returned into 
' France, Where mecting with Morgan, he (igni-

| the Catholrke Church. I anſwered, that I was 
' moſt ready ro kill, if it were the greateſt ſubict 
of Emelend.

For /#att a Prieſt, wholc advice I asked in this 
matter, ſuppr« thng the names, told me plainly, 
that ir was notlawtfull, (and Crerghton the Jeſuit 
is of the ſame opinion, teaching that evill mu/# 
not be done, thit good may come : that God is more 
delighted with a4verbs than nonnes, and the thing 
tharis done well 2nd lawfully p'caſcrh him berrer | 
then a thing g-od:and that by the deſruRtion of 
one, many ſoules are nor to be redeemed, with- 
out an expreſie commandement of God. ) Yer 
for all this ſeeing I had in 77aly bound my lelfe | 
| by Letters and promiſe, I could not goe backe, 
| if the Pepedid approve ir, and would grant mc a 
plenary Indulgence, Which I rcquetted in my 
Letrers to the Pope, by Ragazonins the Popes 
Nuntie in France. Who commended the inter- 
priſe, and ſent my Letters ro Rome. Being recur-

diſ- favoured by reafon of ſome ſecret ſuggefti- | 
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« 1n inheritance, nor inioy any goods what way | 
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himſelfe out of the company. The Parliament 
being ended, being as then reſolved to depart, 
he wrote co the Qweene a long and mournefull 
complaint, which Letters he commanded ſhould 
be delivered after his departure ; he complained | 
of theenvie of his potent adverſarics, whereunto 
he was forced to yeeld 3 ſecing they triumphed 
over his innocency. Herecounted the vafortu- 
nate deſtinies of his anceſtors, of his great grand- 
father, condemned his cauſe not being heard :of 
his grand-tather, who for matrers of {mall mo- 
ment was beheaded and of his father, whom he 
afhrmed co be circumvented by his adverſaries, 
who yet never had an evill minde againſt his 
Prance nor Conntrey, As for himſelte, leaſt he 
ſhould ſucceed the hcire of his fathers infelicitic, 
ſaid he, torhecnd chat he might ſerue God, and 
rovide for the health ofhis foule, he had forſa- 
n his Countrey, but not his allegiance to his 
Prince, After theſe Letters were delivered, he | 
wentinto Suſſex, and having provided a ſhippe 
in an obſcure corner, and now being ready to 
take ſhip, he was apprehended by the meanes of 
thoſe whom hetruſted, and by the Maſter of the 
ſhip diſcovered, and was ſent into the Tower as a 
priſoner.

F Northumberland in the Tower, lul-

force to himſelfe. And to fatisfie the molticude 


eT thattime was Henry Percy Earle of 
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then preſent, he willed the Zucenes Atrurny Ge- | 


nerall, and the reſt of the Queens Councell, 
; plainly to open the cauſes why he was kept 1n 
| priſon,andthe manner of his death. VWhereupon 
| Popham then Atturney, beginning from the re- 
/ bellion of the North lixtcene yeares before, he 
| declared, that for this rebellion and for a purpoſe

' himſelſe ro the Queeres mercy, was fined five

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thouland markes. Thatthe Queene of her cle- 
mencie tooke not of that tine ſo much as a far- 
thing, and aftcr his brochers death confirmed 
him 1n the honor of the Exr/edeme. Notwithſtan- 
ding all this, ke had centred into pernicious 
counle! rodcliver the Scots £#u-ene, to overthrow 
the Ex2(iſh Qneene, with the State and Religion : 
| that Mendoza the Spaniard hadtold 7: hrogmort.n 
that Charles Paget vader the name of AMope, had 
ſecretly dealtwith him in Suſſex of thele things: 
that the Lord Pezer had (ignihfd the ſame to 
Thregmorton, as appearcd from Creighton rhe 
| Scots Icluires papers. And that Charles Pager had 
ſhewed the ſame things to 1#7//ram Shelley when 
he returncd out of Fravce. Andthat, Egerton 
the Queenes So//icitony, inferred the ſame from 
circumſtances, and a care of concealing the mat- | 
ecr.T hat when as there was none in Er2/an4 that 
could accuſc the Earlcof this crime, cxcept the | 
Lord Paget; ( with whom Throgmurten had fami- 
liaritic ) he had provided a ſkippe for the Lord | 
Paget, by Shelley, a few daycs after Throemerten 
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{ 
was apprehended. So was the Lord Pager ſent a- 
' way into France. And when Throgmerton began | c 
' ro confeſſe ſomethings, the Ear/c departed from | t 
| Londonto Petworth, and ſending for \ helley, rold | 1 
| him that he was in danger of his life and ſor- | h 
| tunes, he intreated him to keepe counlell, 2nd to el 
| gat au thoſe that knew of the departure of the C 
| Lord Pager,and of the comming of Charles Pager. | o1 
' Which was preſently done,and him(clfe ſent far | ye 
| | off that ſervant which he vicd to ſend to Charles an 
| Paovet. 
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Paget, The Sol/zcrtour addeth, that when he was | 


in priſon, he dealt often with Shelley, the keepers 


being corrupted, to vnderſtanding what thoſe | 
things were which he had confeſſed : Burwhen | 


by a poore woman ſecretly ſent berweene them, 
Sbelley had ſignified, that he could keepe coun(e! 
no longer, that there was great difference between 
their rwo conditions; that he mult come vnder 
che ranke, which the Earle in re{peR of his place 
and order was treed from,and had written to him 
what he had confciſed : The Earle therevpon 
ſighed and laid, as 2axtim his Chamverlain hath 
confeſled,that She!/ey hisconfellion had vndone 
him.

For (oone after this in the 
An.D7,x586, yearc 1586. theſe pernicious mediers, tho{c Jeſis- | 
| ites ſhewed themſclues in other colours, for when | 


' theſe bloudy inſtruments that had (o long la-' | 
bourcd | 
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| boured theruineof England, & were out of hope 
| to reſtore the Romnſo Religion to Exgland, cither 
by the Scots Q ueene, which was now more ſirict- 
| ly kept, or by the King then of Seorland, who had | 
| plainly proteſſedand eſtabliſhed the Goſpell in 

| his Kingdome : they fell now to a new and a 
| ſtrange praQtiſe, which might make the world to 
| wonder; they began out of their falle and lying 
forgeries, to let a foot an imaginary ticle of the 
King of Spazxe,to the right and ſucceſhon of the 
Engliſh Crowne, To this purpoſe, as Paſquirws 
dilcovered, they (cent into Enzlandone Shamiers, 
(if ir benot a counterfeit name) a lcſuir, which 
might draw the diſcontented Nobles vnto the 
Sp:niſh (1de,and throw the Scots 0 weene headlong 
into dangers and deſpayre, lignifying to ber, that 
if ſhe ſhould be troubleſome to hinder their de- 
| ſignes, that neither ſhe nor her ſonne ſhould 
| | raigne here. And ſtirred vp new troubles in 
Franceto withdraw her coulens the Guiſes from 
hindering their deviſes, by wrapping them in 
new garboiles againſt the King of Navarre and 
' the Prince of Condie. In which the King of Spaine 
had a hand, to ſet Fraxce in troubles, that he in 
the meanetime might the better proceed in his 
intentions for England, Thele deſperate cour- 
ſes drew the Scots Q weene into more danger. 

At this time a moſt deſperate and pernicious 
conſpiracy brake out, whichas by the free con- 
| feflions of the conſpirators appeareth, was thus, 
Some Engliſh Divines of the Rhemiſh ſeminary, 
| whilft they ſeemed to admire as men aſtoniſhed 
| O 3 or 
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; orrather doting, an omniporency in the -ope, 
| didlabour to perſwade themlclucs, that Pies Y. 
' his Bull againſt Queene ELzabeth was indited by 
the Holy Ghoſt : and that it was a thing meritori- 
| ous to kill excommunicated Princes, yea, and 
that it was martyrdome to looſe their lives in that 
quarrell. Giffard, a DoRtor of Theologie Gilbert Gif 
fard, and Hodgeſon,Pricſts, did ſo hammer theſe 
deviſes into the corrupt head of /chy Szv1ge(who 
they ſay was aBaſtard) chat he being heady and 
blosay (a fit inftrament for 7eſuitest)made a voiy ro 
kill Queene Elizabeth, Ar the ſame time they er 
out a Bookc (for no other purpoſe, but with great 
cunning to draw the Lucene and Coancell into (e- 
curitie, and to lay their vngracious plors more 
deeply,and ſo with moreeaſ-to cometothatmil- 
| chievous end they ſhotar.) In which Booke they 
admoniſh the P«pi//s in Englandgthatthey prattile 
no hurt to the 2 veene, for thatrhey were on:1y 
eo vie ſuch weapons as are lawfull for Chriſtians 
to vie, that is, teares, ſpirituall armour, daily pray. 
ers, watchings, f1ſ{mgs again!t their adverſaries, 
this was their Fox-craft. And withall they 
ſpred a falſe rumour by their whiſperers, that 
George Giffard, one of the Lucenes Gentlemen 
Pencionaries had (worne to kill the 2urene, and 
| fortharcaule had wipedthe Gui/cof agreat ſum 
; of money. 
| | At Eixtter following, /chn Ballard, a Prieſt of the 
| Rhemiſh ſeminary, who had aſſayed the minds of | 
| many -api/ts, ro whom he travelled co conferre 
with, through Ezgland and Scotland, was now re- 


| 
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 eurncd into Exzl:xd. This man had deals with | 
| Bernard'in Mendez, now the ordinary Spaniſs | 
' Ambaſladour in Frazce, and with Charles Paget 
; foran invalion of Eng/ard. Declaring that now! 
was the ficre(t opportunitie for that ſervice, 
; whilſt the milicary men wereabſenr, being then 
| imployed in the Low - Countries, A fitter time | 
| could never be hoped, for as much as the Pope, 
| 


the Spanyard, the Guiſe, the Duke of Parma, had 
| reſolved to invade England, to turne the Warres 
| from the Netherlands, Andalbeirt Paget had made 
| irevident, that as long as the Queexe lived, the in- | 

vaſion of England would be in vaine, yet was Bal- | 
| lard \worne, and (ent into England, to procure all 
| the helpe that might be to the conlpiratours, and 
the libertic of the Scots Lucene, 

At Pentecoſt following, that ſulken Prieſt came 
into En2lind, in a Souldiers habit, with a feigned 
name, called Captaine Foſcae, This man had | 
conference in London with Antony Babington, a 
Gentleman of Darby/bre, yong, rich, wittic, and 
| learned aboue the expeRation of his yeares, and | 
| being additedto the Romiſh Religion, had alittle 
| before got into Fraxce without leaue, Where he | 

had familiar converſation with Thomas Morgan, | 
and with the Biſhop of Glz/co the Scots Zueencs | 
Ambaſſadour. 1 hclc men extolling the heroick | 
vertues of the Sco/s Lucene, made to him great | 
o'\cntation of aſſured hopes of honor by her 
| mcanes to be obrained, The ambitious yong | 
man was ealily drawne to take hold of thar faire | 
| gliſtering eliace propoſed by them. And they | 
| were 
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were as readie cunningly to ſet him forward ; | 
and before he had well thought of che matrer, | 
they commended him by Lerrers to the Scots | 
 O weenes. For when he was returncd into England, 
ſhe ſalured him favourably wich her Letters ; 
from thattime Morgan vicd his helpe in ſcnding | 
Letters to her, vntill ſhe was committed to the 
cuſtodic of Amice Paulet. For after that, the yong | 
man finding the danger, ceaſed. Wich this Ba- | 
bing ton, aller had conference of the things a- | 
foreſaid. Bur he thought afſuredly ſo long as | 
Queene Elizabeth lived,thatthe invaſion of Exg- | 
land would cometo nothing, But when Ballard 
ſignificd co him, that Queene El:zabeth would | 
not long bealiue ; for Savage who had vowed to | 
kill her, was now come into England; Babington | 
thought not good that ſo great a matter ſhould 
| be committed to Sawareonely, lealt he might be 
| topped from the enterpriſe. Burt rather to ſixe 
 valianrand reſolute Gentlemen, in which num- 
| ber Savage ſhould be one, that he might not be | 
| condemned for not performing his vow. \Where- | 
| upon Babing/on tooke a new courſe, for the in- | 
vaſion, touching the ports where the ſtrangers | 
| might land, ond the forces that ſhould be 1oy- | 
7 with them, and the delivering the Scots? | 
Lueene, and the Tragick ſlzughtcr of Queene Eli- | p 
zabeth, as he called it. | 
Whilſt he was fixed in theſe cogitations, he | | 
received Letters by an vaknowac boy, written | 
from the Queene of Scots, in that familiar cha» 
rafter which was vſced betweene chem. She bla- 
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| 
; med him, but mildly, for his long filence ; and 
| willed him to ſend her the Packet of Letters | 
ſent from Morgen, anddelivered by the French 
Ambaſladours Secretary. Which he did accor- 
dingly. And by the ſame meſſenger ſent to her 
2 Letter, wherein he exculcd his (1lence, for that 
he wanted opportunitie of {ending fince that | 
ſhe was in the cuſtodic of Amice Pawlct, apuritan, 
a meere Leiceſtrian, and a moſt birter encmy of| 
the Catholike faich, He declared what he had re- 
ſolved with Ballard, that fixe Gentlemen were 
choſen to pertforme the tragicke ſlaughter, and 
thac himſelfe with an hundreth other, would de-| 
liver her. He intreated that to theſe Heroick | 
Adtors (lo he called them ) rewards might be 
propoſed, or to their poſtcricie, if they thould | 
failein the ation. The twenty-leventh of /uly, | 
anſwer wes made to theſe Lerters. 3Babington | 
his forward delire of prometing the Catholike | 
Religion was commended. He was warned that 
ir might be vndertaken conliderately, and that 
nothing be moucd before they were ſure of cx- 
ternall forces : that an aſſociation among rthcm 
might be made, as ifthey feared the Puritanes -* 
chac ſome trouble might be ſtirred in Jreland, 
' whilſt the firoke might be given here at home: 
[char Ar#xdell, and his brethren, and Northumber- 
| land, ſhould be drawne to the fide, !/efmerland, 
Pazet, and others, might be ſecretly called home. 
The way to deliver her was alſo preſcribed ci- 
ther tooverturnea Coach in the gate, or to ſer 
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the Stables on fire, or to intercept her whilſt

Stafford. Laſt of all Babington was warranted to

Salishyry , of a Knights houſe in Denbigh-ſhire, 
: Charles Tilney, an ancient Gentleman, the onely 
hope of the Familie, one of the Queenes Pencio- 
nartes, whom Ballard had reconciled to the Ro- 
; man Church; both proper yong men: Chidice 
Tychburn, of Hampſhire, Edward Abington, whoſe 
' father was the Q ueenes Cofferer: Robert Gage of 
Sarrey, lobn Traverſe, and Tohn Charnok of Lan- |. 
chiſhire, loby Tones, whoſe father was Queene | 
| Maries Taylour, Sauage,Barmwell,aGencleman of; 
| Ireland, Henry Dun, Clarke of the firſt frui of-| 
| fice. Into this ſocictie Polly alſo infinuared him- | 
' lelfe : a man well acquainted with the affayres | 
of the Scots Qurcene : a man well skilled in the | 
art of ſimulation and diſhmulation. Who was 
; thought daily ro reveile all their conncells to 
| Sir Francis ialſingham, and to thruſt them head- 
' long into milchicfe, who were forward enough | 
; of themſclues to evill. Albeit, Nevis the Scots | 
| Qreenes Secrctary warned them to beware of 
him. | 
| To theſe Cid B.bington communicate the mat- 
' ter, bur nor all to cach one : his owne Kan |

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and the Scots 2ucenes Leners bc thewed to Bak 
lard, to Tychburn, and Dan. He dealt with Til- 
ney and Tychburn, to be the ſtrikers, T hey at firſt | 
denied to defile their hands with the bloud of | 
their Prince. Ballard and Babington labour to 
proue it lawfull co kill Princes excommunica- 
ted : and if right ſbonld be violated, then for the 
Catholite Religion it is to be violated. Hereupon 
hardly perſwaded, they yeeld cheir conſent in a 
ſort, 4bington, Barnwell, Charnok, and Sawage 
readily and roundly without ſcruple ſware to 
kill her. Sa/zzbaury could by no meanes be per- 
ſwaded to be a Queene-killcr, but rodeliver the 
Scots Queene, he oftcred his ſervice. willingly. 
Bbington deligneth Tychbarn aboue the num- 
ber, to helpe : percuſlors, of whoſe fideliric 
and courage he had perſwaded himſclfe much. | 
But he was now abſent, travailing abroad. B-

| Eugland, and offercd all his ſervice, as fromthe 
love to his Countrey and his Prince, and pro- | 
miſcd tro communicate to him all the Lerters 
char he received either from the fugitiues, or 
from the Scots 2urene. Sir Francis imbracing the 
opportunitie oftered,intertained him courteonl- 
| ly,and ſent him into 5Sr.ffordſhire, and wrote to 
Sir _Amice Pawlet, willingly to ſuffer ſome of his 
ſervants to be corrupted by Giffard,and to winke 
at it. But he being vnwilling, as he (aid, to ſuffer 
any of his houſhold ſervants, by ſimulation to 
become a traytor, yet though vnwillingly, he 
ſuffered thatthe brewer,or theman that provided 
| Provender for his horſe, who dwelt ncare him, 
| might be corrupted by Giffard. Giffard ealily 
| corrupted the Brewer with ſome peece of gold, 
' who bya whole in thewall, where a tone was (er 
4 ' which might be removed, ſent Letters ſecretly, | 
' and received others, which alwaycs by meſſcn- 
| ; gers provided for the purpoſe,came to the hands | 
of S" Fr:ncis 'Val/inzham. Who opened the (eales, | 
' coppied our the Letters, and by the fingular | 
cunning of Thoxzs Phil/irs found the tecrer 
CharaRer, and by the $kill of Arthur Grezory 
ſealed them vp againe ſo cunningly, that no 
| man could ſuſpeR that they were opencd, _

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then ſentthem to the parties ro whom they were 
dire&tcd, Thus were diſcloſed thoſe former Ler- 
ters from the Scots Lucene to Babington, and his 
anſwers, and others againe from her to him, 
(in which there was a Poſtſcript cunningly ad- 
ded in the ſame CharaQer,to write the names of 
the ſix Gentlemep, and happily ſome other 
things.) Moreover,the ſame day, the Letters to 
Mend»zathe Spaniſh Ambaſladour, to Charies 
Paget, to the Lord Pager, to the Archbiſhop of 
Glaſco, and to Sir Frawcis Inglefe!d, were all coppi- 
ed our, and tranſmitted. 

The ,2weenc, as ſoone as ſhe vndcrſtood fo 
rough atempeſt hanging over her head, both 
from inward traytors and forraine enemies, 'ſhe 
commanded to the end that the conſpi 
might the ſooner be quelled, that Ba/lard ſhould 
be apprehended. Whereupon he was ſuddenly 
raken, inthe very nick, when he was ready to 
depart into France. Bring taken in Babingtons 
houſe, Herevpon Babington was afraid and fore 
troubled,and vexcd with a thouſand cogitations 
he came to Tychburn, and with him adviſech 
whatis bcſt to doe. His adviſe was thatthe con» 
ſpiratours ſhould preſently diſperſe theraſclues 
and fly, yer 8444ngron thought it beft to ſend $4- 
wage and Charnot preſently to kill the Lucene. 
Bur firlt to put Sanage in braver and more court- 
ly apparel}, that ſo he might haue a more ealie 
paſſage. And ofthis proiet he had the ſame day 
ſpeech with him, in Pau/s-Church. But preſent» 


ly changing his minde, and concealing his ſe-

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cret cares and fearcs, he wrote Letters to Sir Frax- 
cis Walſinzhaw, being then in Court, wherein 
with great earneſtnes. he intreated that.now ar 
laſt he might haue licence to deparcinto France;

Sir Conters Clifj ord againſt 0 rork, himſelfe ta- | 
king another way to diſtrat the Forcesof 7y- | 
rone, Sir Ceniers Clifford was defcared and (laine: 
wherevpon the Lord Generall made towardes | 
ri/ſter, and came to 7,cuth, Tyrone ſhewed him- | 
Ce 3 ſelte | 
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ſelfe vpn the hils on the other ſide of the river, 
And (ailing vnco his womcd vaine of diffimula. 
tion, d<fired a paricy with the Lord Lieutenant, 
bat he rcicRed it ; anfwering, that if he would 
conferre with him, he ſhould finde him the 
next moriigg in the head of his Troupes, on 
which day aftera light skirmiſh, a horicman of 
Tyroxes troupes, crycd with a loud voice, that 
Tyrone was not wiiling to tight, but ro pailey 
| vpon Peace with the Lord Gencrall ; which 
thing was againe denied, The next day as the | 
| Lord Lientenant was in his March forward, one | 
| Haganicent from Tyrone met him, and declared 
that tlie Earle moſt humby dciired ro have the 
Queenes mercy and peace, and beſought that 
| his Lordſhip would be plraſcd to affoord him 
audience, which it he would grant, then would 
| he with all reverence attend atthe Foord of the 
' River, not farre from Louth. To this motion 
at laſt he conſented : and fent to diſcover the 
; place, and havinga troupe of horſe vpon the 
: next hill, came downe alone to the River. | 
7yrone attending on the other fide, as ſoone as | | 
he ſaw his approach, rode intothe Rivervpto |

ſaluted the Lord Zizuterant. And having had |

No ſooner was the Lord Generall departed 
from /reland, but that Tyrone ( notwithſtanding 
the ceſſation from Warre ) drawing his Forces 


together, rooke the ficld 3 to whom Sir //ill;am | 


Warren was ſent, to charge him with breach of 
promiſe ; he anſwered, that his doings were ac- 
cording to covenants,having given warning be- 
forc : his cauſe was iutt, for that the Lord Liewte- 


nant was committed in Englind,ypon whole ho-| 


nor he rcpolcd his whole eſtate, neicher would 
he hauc any thing to doe with the Councellors 
of Ireland. Hereypon preſuming vpon Spaine, 
he ſent Odonel into Connaneht, received tumul- 
tuous perſons, ſtrengthened the weake, glory- 
ing every where that he would reſtore againe 
theancient Religion and libertie of 7reland,and 
cxpell the Ex2/:/5 out of /relamd. To which cnd, 
lome money and munition was ſcnr from Spaine, 
and Indulgences from Rome. And for an cſpeci- 
all favour the Pope ſent him a plume of Phoenix 
feathers, for a Trophy of his ViRories. 

Tyrone vnder pretence of devotion, in mid- 
winter went tothe Monaſtery of Tipperary, to 
worlhip the Crofle : from thence he {cnt out 
Mac Guir, with a number of riteling robbers, to 
(poyle and prey vpaa the peaccable ſubicts, 
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with whom Sir //arram Saint Lever mct, and at 
the firſt [ncounter ran AM :£ Gniz through the bo- 
dic witha Lance, and was likewiſe run through 
with h;s Lance. Whercypon Tjreve made ready 
torcturne from Monſter looner then was Cxpec- 
ted, or himiclſe meant, 

At this time, Charles Blunt, Lord Mounticy, 
was ſent Lord Licutenant generall into 7relanl, | 
' Ar his firſt comming, hcaring that Tyrone was 
to depart out of Monſter, he halicncd to ſtop 
his paſſage in Fer, and there to give him 
bacecll , which the Earle prevented by raking 
another way, having intclitzence of the Lord 
Generall his Delignes. The (ſpring drawing on, 
the Deputie put himlelfe in his March roward 7/- 
/ter, with purpoſe to drive the Earle to aitand, 
In the meane time, Sir Henry Doewray at Lough- 
foil, and Sir Matthew Morgin at Beliſhanon plan- 
| ted the Garriſons, which they cftefted with 

{mall reſiſtance, and repreſſed the Rebels in di- 

- vers overthrowes. | 
The Lerd General! likewiſe held Tyrone very | 
hard, ind with light skirmiſhes ever pur him to 
the werſt:lo that he now p_—_— his fortuncs 

| rodecline, withdrew himſelfe backwardes into 
| hisold corners, The Lord Lieutenant entred in 
| Leer/e, rhe place of refuge and receipt of all the 
| Rebels in Leinfler, where he flew Ony Mac Rery- 
O2,chieſe of the family of the O Mores,a bloudy, 
bold, and deſperate yong man : and fo chaſed 
out the reſt of his companions, as that never 


lince they were ſcenc in thoſe parts. And though 
wintcr 
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winter beg1n to draiv 0, yet marched he for- 
 wardrotheentry of the Mairy, three myles be- 
yond Dundalk. 

The paſſage iato /{fter is every way naturally 
cumberſome, and ic was helped by the Rebels 
who had fortificd and blocked vp the cntrance 

with fences of (takes ſtucke in the ground, 
with hurdles ioyned together, and ftones in 
the midſt, with curfes of carth laid berweene 
hills, woods, and bogges, and manned the 
place with a number of Souldicrs.

and ſent them priſoners into Enzland, where | 
they were fall, Dox (Aquila with two thou- 
ſand Spartards of old trained fouldicrs, with | 
certaine /y/|b fugitiues landed at K//a/c in Mon. | 
ter, the laſt of October, Ann» 1600. and preſents |

The Forts in Lough 
crew, Lough Reogh and Magher lecond ; were yeel- 
dcd vp, and Garrilons placed in Zowgh, Neaug.,, 
or Sidny, and in Monaghan; whence with their 
continuall ſallics, they kept the cacmies in ſuch 
feare, thatthey hid themlelues in woods, com- 
plaining and cxclaiming againſt Tyrone,that had 
brought them all co ruine for his private dil- 
contents, and beganne to repent them lo farre, 
as they made haſt who ſhould hrſt come in tothe 
Lord Deputy. The Earle ſeeing how the world 
went, thought good to prevent the worſt by his 
ſubmiſhon, which in humble letters he ſent ro 
the © weene, who gauc the Lord Deputy autho- 
ritic to pardon his life, though hardly drawne 
to remit his offences, his friends daily ſolicited 
the Lord Deputy for his peace ; which at laſt 
was granted, to put his !ife and revenues with- 
out any condition, to the will of the Qucenc. 
Wherevpon at Mell:ifont accompanied with two 
perſons and no more, he had acceſſe to the 


Chamber of Preſence, where the Lord Deputy | 


ſat in a Chaire of Eſtate. Tyrone in bale and 
poore array, with a deicted countenance, at 
the firſt entrance, fell downe wpon his knces, 


and | 
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and {o reſted, till he was commanded to ariic ; 
and comming neerer, [tepping wo paces, he 
fell downe proſtrate, and with great ſubmiſlion 
acknowledged his /exzes againlt Go D, and his | 
fault againit her Maeftie, The next day the | 
Lord Deputy departing from Dubln, tooke TH- | 
' rone thicher, meaniag to tranſport him for Eng- | 
lind, But the death of Queene Etizane ru 
| tayed chat deligne, and King Iams s ſuccee- | 
 d'ng, and being received wich admirable louc of | 
a} torts, at his hrſt entrance pardoned Tyrone. | 
' And Ireland hath beene held in greater peace 
then ever in the memory of any Stories hath | 
beene formerly knowae. 
| Afﬀeer all this, Tyrone, a man not framed for a | 
peaceable courſe, but onely for trouble, fell in- 
to his laſt Pageant, in this Manner, 
| Mr Mongomery was made Lord Biſhop of Der- | 
1y, ( who was after, Lord Biſhopot Meath) and | 
becauſe the revenues of that of Derry, and ſome 
other Biſhoprickes neare adioyning, were io | 
much impaired, that they were no way able to | 
mak2 a reaſonable maintenance z tac Biſhop, 
ſought by lawtul! meancs to get ſome Lands ta- 
ken without right or law from his Biſhopricke, ' 
and to recover things deſperately loſt, if he | 
could.

{ed : they who came were ever deltroyed, Bur 
no enemy did ever more hurt there, then Tyrone. | 
But when the accompris caſt vp; what have all 
the adverſaries of England gotin the end? They | 
hane, like (ecrer Serpents nibled at the beels, And | 
indeed this hath beene the praftiſe of the old | 
Serpent, in troubling the Church, And we hane | 


| both warning of his malice,anda promile of de- | 


liverance,and in the end to tread on his head, thar | 
now biteth at our heeles. The womans ſeed (hall | 
breake the Serpents head; but the Serpent ſhall 
bruiſe his heele. The promile is fulfilled in Chriſt | 
Jeſus our head, and yet by the Apoſtle extended 
to the Church, Rom. 16. 20, The God of peace | 
ſhall tread Satan wuder your feet ſhortly. Tt istruc, | 
that this is done in a /pirituall battell, wherein |
